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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 -1 8 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 1 -1 0 
are allowed because the closest prior art of record fails to disclose a circuit as shown in 
Figure 4 wherein the circuit includes a comparing circuit (89) in combination with the 
rest of the limitations of the base claims and any intervening claims. Claims 1 1-18 are 
allowed because the closest prior art of record fails to disclose a circuit as shown in 
Figure 4 wherein the method of operating the circuit comprises generating a first 
protection signal (S9) according to voltage differences between a combining signal 
(output of mixer 92) generated from peak values of the input signal (S4) and a reference 
voltage (V re f) in combination with the rest of the limitations of the base claims and any 
intervening claims.
